of confidence from the people after 
18 months of governmeent with 
only a very small majority in the 
House of Commons.

The Dixon school board will 


pay an average interest rate 
of 1.-779925 per cent for the 
next 19 years on their $640,- 
000 bond issue for construc- 
tion of the new Loveland 
school. 


Members of the board con- 


sidered 10 bids for the sale of 
bonds last night and accepted 
the offer of the Harris Trust 
and Savings bank, Chicago. 
Two other bids were retained. 


After considering the bids 


for the bond sale the board 
approved the 1951-'52 school 
budget for anticipated expen- 
ditures of $672,770.50. 
The Harris Trust and Savings 


bank offered an interest rate of 
1% per cent on bonds from No- 
vember, 1952, to 1969, and 2 per 
cent in 1970. A premium of $5.75 
also was given. 


Rate the Lowest 


Though other bidders had larger 


premiums, high level mathemetics 
showed that the interest rate of 
fiie Harris bank was the lowest 
over the 19-year period.

TOKYO—(AP)—The Com- 


munist high command re- 
versed itself today and sug- 
gested that Korean cease-fire 
talks be resumed immediately 
.m Kaesong. ' 
" The Reds broke,.off the 
talks 28 days ago. They 
chkrged then ttoat an Allied 
plane bombed and strafed the 
neutral Kaesong area Aug. 22 
in an attempt to murder Com- 
munist truce delegates. The 
Allied command called the 
charge fraudulent and. faked. 


Heretofore the Reds have de- 


manded that the allies admit re- 
sponsibility for a string of alleg- 
ed neutral zone violations before 
the truce talks could be resumed. 


Guarantee Neutrality 


They proposed today only that 


a "suitable organization" be set up 
to guarantee the neutrality of Kae- 
song, Korea. 


Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway made 


no immediate comment. 


But a release from the supreme 


commander's headquarters 
said 


"there is reason for hope that the 
latest Communist reversal in pol- 
icy and agreement to renew the 
peace talks may bring some sort 
of a cease-fire in Korea." 


Must Temper Hope 


It cautioned, however, that "it 


is a hope that must be tempered 
by the realization that a renewal 
of the talks does not mean neces- 
sarily that previous difficulties 
will suddenly iron themselves out." 


The Red note was given to an 


allied liaison officer at the Pun- 
manjom bridge Thursday morning 
at about the same time it was 
broadcast over Peiping radio. 


The note was polite, and lacked 


the fiery blasts of previous Red 
communications.

WASHINGTON—(AP)—President Truman said today he is op- 


posed to any official of the Democratic National committee collecting 
fees for helping secure an RFC loan. He said, however, he Is con- 
vinced that. Chairman William M. Boyle, Jr., has not done so. 


The president told a news con- 


ference he thinks members of the 
committee and voluntary workers 
should do everything they can to 
help get introductions to those 
seeking government contacts. 


But none of them, has any busi- 


ness taking any fees for doing 
that, he said. 


Mr. Truman said he has Boyle's 


word that the national chairman 
did not accept fees for any thing 
he has done, and added that he 
believes Boyle. 


The president spoke out a few 


hours before investigating sena- 
tors were to hear officials of the 
American Lithofold . Corporation 
tell how much the firm had paid 
Boyle and why. 


The president was uked today 


if it is all right for the national 
chairman of the Democratic com- 
mittee to contact federal depart- 
ments, of behalf of firms whose 
representatives come to Washing- 
ton. 


What's 
a 
party

for? The president asked in re- 
turn. He said one of the chair- 
man's duties is to be kind to 
people who want introductions in 
Washington. 


But he emphasized the chair- 


man docs not have the right to 
take fees for doing this. He said 
that was distinct and different.

'Makes an Old Man Out of You' 
Says President ofRaynor Firm 


Bay Nieswahder,' 46-year-old president, of the Ray- 


nor-Manufacturing Co.,-TDixon, was reported missing 
on a fishing trip toTCanada. Finally, reaching a settle- 
ment, Nieswander gave the following account .to the 
Associated Press: 


VERMILION BAY, Ont.—(AP)—Ray Neiswander of 


Springfield, who has been lost in Canada's bush country 
twice in the last four years, has come to the conclusion that 
the rough going just "makes an old man out of you." 


• The 45-year-old woodwork plant operator made a lone 


flight out of the Canadian wilds last night after spending a 
rugged eight days in northern Manitoba and Northwestern 
Ontario. He arrived unexpectdly at a tourist camp near Ver- 
milion bay in his small Cessna aircraft. 


Four years ago' Neiswan- 


der and three companions 
were lost four days in bush 
country 50 miles north of 
Vermilion Bay. They walked 
out of that one. 


Neiswander said he was on 


a 300-mile flight from God's 
Lake, Manitoba, to Red Lake, 
Ontario, when he ran out of 
gas. Vermilion Bay is 50 miles 
east of Kenora, Ontario. 
Blames Gas Tank Cap 


He blamed his forced landing 


on a gas tank cap that was not 
properly fitted before his take-off 
from God's Lake Sept. 10. Neis- 
wander said the plane'* slip stream 
sucked the tank nearly dry. 


He was forced down a week 


ago Monday and on Tuesday found 
there was some gas left in the 
tank. Neiswander said he then at- 
tempted to ily to Favorable lake 
to a settlement Tuesday but his 


gas gave out after 25 miles. 


After sitting with the plane un- 


til Saturday he built a raft. Bat- 
tling strong currents and using a 
sail he attempted-to make contact 
with a settlement. But a 10 foot 
waterfall in the Flanagan river 
halted him. 


Leave* Raft 


Monday morning, carrying a .22 


calibre rifle, a knife and a rain- 
coat, but no food, Neiswander left 
the raft and his small store of sup- 
plies and started hiking. A plane 
flew over him during this time, he 
said, but he could not attract its 
attention. 


Tuesday afternoon he ran across 


a small band of Indians camped 
on an island. They took him by 
boat to A. H. McDonald, a com- 
mercial fisherman. 


McDonald arranged for two In- 


dian guides to carry Neiswander 
and a couple of drums of gasoline 
to the downed plane.

U. S. Foreign Policy Guided by 
Russian Threat, Says Sen. Taft 


ST. PAUL, Minn.—(AP)—Senator Taft 
(R-Ohio) said today 


American foreign policy in the present emergency can be JOstlficd only 
because of the "Russian threat." 
• 


"The various programs into which we have been forced,1' he said 


In a speech prepared for a businessmen's luncheon, "should be re-ex- 
amined the moment the Russian threat relaxes, and abandoned unless 
they are in accord with our permanent interests.' 


Taft, chairman of the senate 


Republican policy committee, said 
current program—such as defense 
alliances, economic and military 
aid to other free peoples, and 
extensive rearmament at home— 
do not avert the possible danger 
of war with Russia. 


No Alternative 


But, he' added, there seems to be 


"no alternative In view of this 
fanatical spirit of Communism 
and the truculent manner in which 
Russia Itself conducts its foreign 
policy." 


"We can only hope," h« con- 


tinued, "to keep our own foreign 
policy from unnecessarily pro- 
voking war which otherwise might 
not occur." 


Taft is on a speaking tour of 


several western states. He said 
he will outline his own foreign 
policy, viem for UM pment rate- 


gency in more detail in later 
speeches. 


Taft said the Soviet threat has 


become so serious that this coun- 
try 
is justified in extending 


economic and military aid to many 
countries. 


But he said the aid should .be 


extended only "when it can be 
clearly shown in each case that 
such aid will be an effective means 
of combatting Communist aggres- 
sion." This should not be con- 
sidered as part of any permanent 
foreign policy, he said. 


Taft cautioned that this nation 


cannnot adopt a foreign policy 
which "given away all of our 
people'* earnings or Imposes such 
a tremendous burden in the in- 
dividual American as, In effect, to 
destroy his Incentive and his 
ability to increase production and 
productivity and hit standard of 
livtaf." 


Renews His 
Demand for 10 
Billion Hike 
Personal, Corporate 
Incomes Targets of 
HST's New Proposal 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


President Truman told the 
senate today its tax increase 
bill would fall far short of bal- 
ancing the budget and re- 
newed his request for a $10,- 
000,000,000 tax hike. 


Mr.. Truman sent a letter to 


Vice President Alben Barkley 
which was read to the senate 
as it began its first full day 
of debate on the measure. 


The bill, drafted by the senate 


finance committee, would yield an 
estimated S5;506,000,000 a year in 
revenue. A house-passed bill would 
raise an estimated $7,200,000,000. 


Cim Stand Boosts 


Truman said the federal govern- 


ment already is heavily in the red 
In this fiscal year and that per- 
sonal and corporate incomes are 
running as such high rates they 
could stand stiffer tax boosts than ' 
the senate bill proposes. 


The president was highly, critical 


of what he said were loopholes put 
into the bill by the finance com- 
mittee and other provisions "for 
the benefit of special groups." 


No Reaction 


There was no immediate reac- 


tion in the senate to the letter. 
Several members of the finance 
committee, 
including Chairman 


George (D-Ga), were present but 
none rose to make any reference 
to Truman's criticism. 


The senate had met two hour* 


early to speed debate on the tax 
bill which already is three months 
late by administration standards. 


Third Tax Hike 


It.is the third big tax hike to 


come before congress »lpc« the Ko- 
rean .war began 15 "months ago. 


Secretary.of the.,Treaimry Sny- 


der proposed to the house ways 
and means committee last spring 
that the boosts on personal income 
levies and excises go into effect by 
July. 1. 


But Senator George (D-Ga), in 


his opening statement on the bill 
late yesterday, said Nov. l .was 
the earliest possible effective date 
for the increases in these two 
taxes. 


George said when the bill be- 


comes law the federal government 
will be collecting about $7.000,000,- 
000 a year In taxes—or $21,000,- 
000,000 more than at the World 
War II peak.

Economic Pressure on Czechs May 


Force Release of Oatis 


Willard Thorp, U. S. assistant secretary of state, is in 


Geneva, Switzerland, continuing the American government's 
efforts to put painful pressure on Czechoslovakia in retalia- 
tion for the imprisonment of A. P. newsman William Oatis. 


Normally this Geneva meeting, devoted to tariffs and 


world trade, would be routine and somewhat dull. But 
Thorp's goal, to isolate the Czechs from the trade benefits 
of the free world lifts it above that. ' 


Thorp's instructions stem both from presidential direc- 


tion and congressional admonition. 'By resolution, Congress 
called for severing of trade ties with Czechoslovakia. While 
that action lacks the force of law, it is strongly influential. 


If the government succeeds in tightening the noose about 


the Czechs at Geneva, the anguish in Prague should soon be 
acute. 
• 
• • 


The most effective step thus far is the Western powers' 


blockade of the Czech Air Line, which now is barred from 
flights into France and Britain and over Western Germany. 
Since the cost of round-about flights to other western na- 
tions is almost prohibitive and the returns insufficient, this 
to all practical intents puts the Czech line out of business 
internationally. 


The Czechs are formally protesting the move as "open 


discrimination" against their "republic." It is indeed that, 
and no nation involved in the ban makes any pretense to the 
contrary. 


The Communist puppets in Prague know, of course, that 


their protests will fall upon deaf ears in the West. They are 
merely shouting for the record, and to try to stir a little sym- 
pathy in those corners of the globe which still pay any at- 
tention to Communist words.

Actually they understand that to get rid of the air ban 


and other restrictions they will have to, release Oatis. Pub- 
licly they declare this impossible, and Moscow has even joined 
the refrain. But privately the story is very likely a different 
one. 


U. S. officials consequently have carefully avoided tying 


their various moves directly to the Oatis case. They want 
to leave the way open for a Red backdown without too great 
loss of face.

Washington therefore officially blames the worsening of 


relations upon "manifestations of Czechoslovak ill-will to- 
gnxd»&6\ United States." Prague shouldn't have trouble 
translating that into specifics. 


The American government's action up to now has been 


commendable, as has been the cooperation of other Western 
powers. Would we do as much for a single Frenchman or 
Britisher? To be sure, Oatis still languishes in prison. But 
he has been "there just three months. It took 17 to get 
Robert Vogeler out. With the Communists, everything takes 
time—and then more time.

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Army's Scuttling of Rangers Leaves Marines as Nation's 'Tough. Guys' 


There's plenty of rhubarb flying in the Pentagon 


over Marines versus Army Rangers. Early in Korean 
war, Army's Ranger training program was greatly ex- 
panded. First fighting indicated that more guerilla type 
operations were likely for war against Communist forces. 


A special Ranger Training Command was set up at 


Army's big infantry training center, Fort Benning, Ga. 
Volunteers and draftees were carefully screened and 
hand picked for the more rugged physical specimens 
that could take-Ranger training. 


Recently, however, all Ranger companies in the 


Pacific have been de-activated. 
All Ranger personnel 


has been transferred to 187th Airborne regiment. And 
the Ranger Training Command will cease to function at 
such on Sept. 1. 


Preaennt plan seems to be to keep the training staff 


intact, but to rechristen it "Operations High Standard^." 
Its new assignment will be to raise the morale standards 
and prestige of th* entire U. S. infantry organization. 


What this may amount to is making all infantry 


companies as close to Rangers as possible. Officers and 
non-coms will be sent to Fort Benning to take courses 
with emphasis on spit and polish, physical conditioning 
and rugged field training. 


While Army and Marine Corps brass will not admit 


it, and while Department of Defense public relations 
officers refuse to talk to reporters about it this de-em- 
phasis on the Ranger program may m part be a con- 
cession to Marine ambition- 


The' Marines have long lived on the tradition that 


they were the original tough guys. This buildup has 
been so well sold that it is largely responsible for moves 
n Congress to increase strength of Marines to 400,000 
men. 
Idea would be to make the Marines America's first 


line of defense, "ready to take on any emergency on a 
lobal basis. 


Some Navy and Marine officers have tried to slow 


down this enthusiasm. What they fear is that if Marines 
get too big, Army will want to take them over. They'd 
•ather keep Marines not rrtuch bigger than present force 
of 250^000, or about one-fifth size of the Navy. • 


Holding the Marines to this size and abandoning the 


langer program may be a compromise to keep every- 
body happy. 


Is Chairman Unnecessary? 


Giving' the Commandant of the Marine Corps a place 


on Joint Chiefs of Staff does not have unanimous Navy 
support, either. Some Navy men feel Joint Chiefs i» 
already one man too big—meaning that they think the 
non-voting chairman, now Gen. Omar Bradley, it not an 
absolute necessity. 


A statistical1 summary of what-the chairman does 


was recently put out when General Bradley began his 
second two-year term. • In the first term he had, among 
other things, held 248 Joint Chiefs meetings, made 174 
viaiU to the White House, 47 appearances before con- 
gressional committees and travelled 140,000 miles, on in- 
spections.

Took Burke Off List 


Emergence of Rear Admiral Arleigh Burke as one 


of the top cease-fire negotiators in Korea has recalled 
the. Washington war over this brilliant officer's promo- 
tion to flag rank a couple of years ago. Today Burk is 
on the special subcommittee trying to make peace with 
the North Koreans on the issue of where to locate the 
buffer zone. 


In the summer of 1949, as a Commodore, he was 


an assistant chief of naval operations in charge of the 
policy division. Known as "31-knot Burke," one of his 
assignments was to run "Operation 23." 


This was a semi-secret shop whose function was to 


try to wreck the Air Force B-36 program. This became 
a major row in the then-young armed services unifica- 
tion, movement. 


Because of Burke's role in the B-36 controversy, 


President Truman took his name off a promotion list. 
There was such a stink about this, however, that the 
President had to reverse his action and nominate Burke 
a real admiral. 


A year ago, he became deputy chief of staff for 


naval forces in the Far East and last May wag given 
command of a cruiser division.

Army-Buying Storm Subsides 


Rep. Frances Bolton of Cleveland, who recently com- 


plained that she thought the Army people were bad 


shoppers because they bought 68 million can openers, 
three belts per man, two million pounds of pepper and 
five million pounds of oleo—instead of butter—has sure 
been catching it 


Quartermaster Corps, and Texas Rep. George Mahon 


of Hoi ue Armed Services Appropriations sub-committee, 
have come back with full explanations. 


The can openers are used only in field rations. They 


cost only two cents apiece'and are cheaper than the old 
key-type openers used on sardine cans. There weren't 
four million belts ordered, but only two million, and they 
held up the pants of the Air Force and the South Ko- 
reans, as well as the U. S. Army. 


The oleo was brought in preference to butter be-

some revealing research on whether brains or' brawn 
make the mostest and the bestest admirals. It's all part 
of the argument over whether athletics is over-empha- 
sized at Annapolis and West Point. 


President Truman says he is making a personal in- 


vestigation of this subject and may come up with some 
hot recommendations or reforms some time soon. 


In the 20 year period 1930-50, the Navy, has had 473 


admirals. Of this numbec, only 87, or approxomitely 18 
per cent graduated in the top ten per cent of the class. 
But only 49, or a little over ten per cent of the admirals 
had won their "N" awards in football while midshipmen 
at the Academy. 


Only ten of the 473 admirals were both football men 


and honor students. 


What all this proves, if anything, is that a mid- 


shipman doesn't have to be either a football star or a 
graduate in the top ten per cent of his class to become 
an admiral.

Few*people know how to lose a 


minimum on a really bad Canasta 


and. 
The only reason they don't 


ose their shirts on such hands is 
hat the opponents aren't in the 
market for shirts. 


I see Canasta played all over 
he country, and I'm really as- 
onished to see how many people 
ilay for a fast out on practically 
every hand. Most of the time this 
doesn't cost much. But if your 
opponents are poor players and 
have a really bad hand, you can 
have their shirts and their akins 
too if you simply play for them. 


To get back to the players with 


he poor hands, your best chance 
s that the opponents are uninter- 
ested in making a good score. If 
he enemy want to meld out quick- 
y, give them your blessing and 
•our thanks. 
If you are playing against the 


exceptional opponents who 
are 


good enough to try for a big score, 


ou must rely on your own ef- 
orts to avert disaster. The op- 
mnents will not be in a hurry to 
meld out. 'You or your partner 
must meld out to atop the slaugh- 
er. 


The first rule about defensive 


ilaying in such a situation is that 
you can't defend at every point 
long the line. Let the opponents 
make a few canastas. If you try 


to stop them, your hand will get 
so cluttered up with useless cards 
that you will never be able to 
meld out and you will not even be 
much help to your partner. 


The next rule is to concentrate 


on building up pairs, trios, and so 
on, in the ranks that the oppon- 
ents have not melded. All you 
need is one canasta to meld out. 
Look for that canasta in an un- 
melded rank. 


Watch your partner's discards. 


He also is trying to build up his 
hand. If he discards a queen, he 
isn't saving queens. Throw your 
queens also (unless, of course, you 
have quite a few of them), and 
leave room in your hand to save 
the same cards that your partner 
is saving. 


Eventually, 
your two 
hands 


will match very well. 
The mo- 


ment one of you can make the 
initial meld, the other member of 
the partnership will be able to 
complete a canasta. A fast meld 
out will almost 
very quickly.

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Syphilis Is Easily Cured 
If Caught in Early Stage 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


Sometimes questions are sent 


to me, such as two recent ones on 
syphilis, which are impossible to 
answer in the space available. One 
reade'r writes that she knows of 
a woman who had had syphilis for 
a long time before she knew it 
and that in spite of treatment the 
blood reaction has not returned to 
normal. 


This 
reader 
wanta to know 


whether syphilis can be fatal and 
would I please write a complete 
articles 9n that one disease. An- 
other reader asks if a person with 
syphilis, whose Kahn and Kline 
tests of the blood remain positive, 
will get any worse. 


Before saying anything on this 


subject, I should like to point out 
that whole books have been writ- 
ten on syphilis and hundreds of 
articles are published on the sub- 
ject every year. Thus it is impos- 
sible to discuss it completely in a 
few words in a newspaper article. 


Syphilis is caused by a tiny, al- 


most corkscrew shaped living or- 
ganism which can be seen only 
under a microscope. When the 
sipochete first invades the human 
body, it produces a small local- 
ized sore and If it is caught at 
this stage, the'disease almost in- 
variably can be entirely cured. 


After a short time, the «piro- 


chete of syphilis, as it is gener- 
ally called, incades the rest of the 
body, and in typical cases causes 
a general rash on the skin. At 
about 
this time, a sample of 


blood taken will show a peculiar 
reaction which indicates the pres- 
ence of the disease. 


Even at this stage, the disease 


can be treated with almost com- 
plete success. Formerly the treat- 
ment involved the use of heavy 
metals containing arsenic, bis- 
muth or mercury, but more re- 
cently great success has been ob- 
tained with the use of penicillin. 


LATER STAGES DANGEROUS 


If the disease is not caught dur- 


ing these, first two stages, the 
spirochete is likely 
to 
burrow 


into the tissues and may attack 
the linings of the blood vessels or 
the nervous system. 
When the 


blood vessels or the nervous sys- 
tem 'are involved, treatment is 
still desirable and indeed good re- 
sults are often obtained with peni- 
cillin or the heavy metals in ad- 
vanced sU-ges. 


However, 
the 
blood reaction 


may not return to normal in spite 
of what is otherwise successful 
treatment. The interpretation of 
the blood reaction in such cases 
is a highly technical matter and 
can be made by the physician.

William and Mary Athletic 
Policy Will Get Cleansing 


WILLIAMSBURG, Va.—(AP)—W'aiiam and Mary faculty mem- 


bers, reacting bitterly to a sports scan dal which stunned the campus, 
have moved to take the college off th'f big-time football map. 


Sweeping reforms in the ath- 


letic program 
at W&M were 


deemed "a solemn duty" by the 
faculty last night in a statement 
which condemned the college's 
ambitious sports policy" is wreck- 
ing the academic standards of the 
college, the faculty charged, has 
ravaged the morale of the student 
body — including athletes — and 
"has vitiated the most elementary 
standards of honesty and right 
conduct." 


Faculty Control Needed 


To curb this, the faculty said 


in its unprecedented assault, a 
system of "complete faculty con- 
trol" must be instituted. 


Dr. Nelson Marshall, dean of 


the college, said faculty control 
would, in effect, eliminate athletic 
scholarships at William and Mary. 


This, to all intents, would mean 


a sudden end to an era of foot- 
ball prosperity which has brought 
W&M a series of winning seasons 
against major-league 
opposition

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Business Storm Signal: People Just Aren't Buying 
They've 'Got No Money to Spare/ Survey of Ordinary Americans Discloses 
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By BRUCE BIOSSAT 


NEW YORK—(NEA)—Pick up any business page to- 


day and you can read the storm signals. People aren't buy- 
ing new or used cars the way they did. Relaxed credit limits 
failed to spur sagging sales of household goods. Houses, even 
old ones, are a drug on the market in many places. Butchers 
are looking for customers. 


NEA's nation-wide survey of the effects of inflation 


spells out this story in individual terms. And it delves into 
the reasons why people today aren't buying with the same 
giddy enthusiasm they've showed most of the time since 
World War II ended. 


In leading cities like New York, 


Chicago, Cleveland, Atlanta, Dai- 
lag, Los Angeels and San Fran- 
cisco, reporters sought out people 
in all walks of We at all ccononvic 
levels. One of the key questions 
they put was: 


"Have you bought a new car, 


new furniture, new household ap- 
pliances, such as a stove or re- 
frigerator, 
or any new major 


items of clothing this year?" 


By a thumping two to ono mar- 


gin, the answer was "no." 


"No, we haven't bought any- 


thing," said a retired Cleveland 
metal worker living on social se- 
curity. "We've got no money to 
spare."

waters told the survey: "No, we're 
saving our money. Baby and I are 
staying with Mother while my 
husband is away in the Navy.

National committeeman from New 
York, said after a White House 
call yesterday that Truman could 
defeat any opponent next year, in- 
cluding eisenhower. 


Hopes for Ike 


At the capitol a bit later, Harry 


Darby. Kansas Republican nation- 
al committeeman, said of Elsen- 
hower: 


"He's always been a great sol- 


dier and we feel he will submit to 


the will of the p«opU and to avail- 
able for the Republican nomina- 
tion." 


The big question of whether 


Truman will run for reelection 
may be fired at him again at his 
new conference today. 


Flynn professed not to know. He 


said he told the president New 
York state will support him in 
anything he wants to do. Truman, 
Flynn reported, "just smiled" and 
said nothing. 


Taft Comment 


Flynn declared _the Republicans 


"can't beat somebody with no- 
body," and that they have nothing 
but 
"blatherskites 
and 
stuffed 


shirts." 


As for Flynn:s forecast 
that 


Truman can beat anybody, Taft 
commented: 


"The Republican nominee, If he 


puts on the right kind of cam- 
paign, would defeat Truman. But 
it must be the right kind of cam- 
paign."

them in a layer on the bottom of 
a large kettle. Over the layer of 
clams, spread a large square of 


cheesecloth, and on the clotli place 
a layer of onions and potatoes, 
adding chunks of fish and pieces 
of sausage individually wrapped 
in brown paper. 


Tie the nds of the cheesecloth 


into a loose knot. Add a second 
layer of clams, a second layer of 
the cheesecloth package and, fi- 
nally, a top layer of clams. The 
kettle should now be full to with- 
in two or three inches from the 
cover. 


Place a large whole onion on 


top of the third layer of claims, 
add one cup of hot water and a 
teaspoon of salt.

and steam.

ready when the top onion is soft, 
in about two hours. 


Serve by removing one layer at

Who Cared? 


I found one account of this ac- 


tion on Page 15 of a leading 
American newspaper. The story 
had to do with a three-division 
Allied attack. That is roughly 50,- 
.000 men in combat, more than 


termed "Omaha Beach" in Nor- 
mandy. 


And who cared? Only those who 


tried to take the hills, and the 
folks who weeks from now will be 
notified of the casualties. 


We talk of peace and build for 


peace, and yet at the same time 
warfare is our way. 


Suggests Use 


But, as I recollect, more than a 


year ago, when the United Na- 
^ions police action in Korea was 
regarded as only a precinct call, an 
alarmist then raised the idea that 
we might end the whole nonsense 
by dropping a string of atom 
bombs. 


Well, to those who cried non- 


sense, I still recall saying, "Wait 
until we have had 50,000 casual- 
ties." That got a big laugh at the 
time. But today we have more 
than 80,000 combat casualties in 
Korea, and that is no figure to 
laugh at 


Weapon of Decision . 


Some of the American deaths 


and maimings, I cannot but feel, 
cam* from the failure of the U.N. 
to use the weapon of decision that 
was available. I mean the atom 
bomb. 


This week a U.S. senator said it 


was possible to-mass produce atom 
bombs now at a price that would 
make a single atom bomb less ex- 
pensive than a tank. 


Atom bombs even a year ago 


were so plentiful they could have 
been invested in Korea. Certainly 
today they are available. 


Moral Arguments 


The moral arguments against 


the employment of them in com- 
bat are so popular throughout the 
world that no military authority 
has had the courage to defeat 
them. 


Yet, 
President 
Truman, who 


ordered two atom bombs dropped 
on Japan in the last war, said his 
decision saved American lives— 
and Japanese lives. He said he 
would do it again to gain the same 
goals. 


Naturally, some of the relatives 


of the 80,000 American casualties 
in Korea are wondering if a few 
score test drops of our big atom 
bomb backlog might save a man 
going up a far Korean hill

In today's news ar« tales of 


shortages hampering

or warnings of even worse short- 
ages to come in such materials as 
copper, lead, sulphur, structural 
steel, steel scrap, nickel, and elec- 
tric power in the northwest All 
threaten to put a brake on de- 
fense production and to slow down 


production of civilian goods. 


The copper shortage Is so acute 


—because of recent strikes both 
here and In Chile—that companies 
which make things from copper 
are set for still further cutback* 
in the next few weeks in the 
amount of metal they can have. 


May Use Stockpile 


The government

terial to let copper users have the 
metal needed to keep defense pro- 
duction going.

POKER-PLAYING CNO: 


New Navy Boss Succeeds Bridge-Player; 
He's Battleship Admiral With Air Ideas 


By DOUGLAS LARSEN 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—With Admiral William M. 


Fechteler as its new chief of navel operations, the navy gets 
a fearless? hard-driving man steeped in the tradition of the 
sea-going service and completely dedicated to furthering its 
best interests. 


He takes the navy's seat on the vital joint chiefs of staff 


with the respect of the other members, completely wise in the 
devious ways of Washington maneuvering and as one of the 
navy's top ranking poker players. 


His personality is best described 


in contrast to that of the suave, 
keenly 
intellectual,' 
sometimes 


solemn and almost prim former 
CNO, the'.late Admiral Forrest P. 
Sherman, whom he replaces. 


Fechteler is big, bluff, good- 


humored, completely candid in all 
of his dealings and exudes a 
"horse sense"' type of intelligence. 
Fechteler has just about the same 
reputation ask a poker player as 
Sherman had a bridge player, a 
neat delineation of the personal- 
ities of the two men. 


Although far from .handsome in 


the Hollywood tradition of 
ad< 


mirals, he has a square face with 
friendly grey eyes and an easy 
grin as its chief assets. He's not 
quite six feet tall, stocky but not 
fleshly, with just the trace of a 
stoop to his shoulders. Navy men 
say that's "bridge posture" from 
hours of .leaning on the railing of 
a ship in a pitching sea. 


Over his crop of short, .steel- 


grey hair he prefers to wea.r his 
cap at a very jaunty angle, one of 
Fechteler's personal 
marks of 


identification in the Navy. He 
speak.-? with a deep, hearty voice 
and laughs from way down in- 
side.^ Associates say he has a won- 
derful crop of funny stories and 
tells them well. When addressing 
men in official meetings he is 
completely down to earth. 


If Fechteler brings any short- 


coming .to his new Job it's per- 
haps a sort of inbred impatience 
with the red tape and delays of 
shore duty and especially duty in 
Washington. .He explains his love 
;or a command at sea: 


"A ship skipper's billet provides 


.he greatest personal satisfaction 
and 
sense 
of 
accomplishment. 


When you are the captain of a 
ship,'you are king and you can 
:ee immediately the results of 
rour work. As an example, you 
srder right rudder, and ship and 
all hands aboard come to the-right 
mmediately." 


He -claims that the toughest 


duty he has ever. drawn in the 
Navy "was far and away the 
three years I spent as Deputy 
Chief of Naval Operations for 
Personnel." 


Fechteler's love of the sea comes 


to him honestly. 


As a small lad he was able to 


make frequent visits to naval 
ships under the command of his 
father, the late Rear Admiral Au- 
gustus F. Fechteler.

He has known practically no 


other life than that aboard ship 
or on some U. S. or foreign naval 
base. "I have no recollection of my 
boyhood when I did not want to 
be in the Navy," he claims. 


One of the big assets he bring 


to the Joint Chiefs of Staff is a 
completely clean shirt as far .as 
any involvement in past unifica- 
tion fueding goes. The job Fech- 
teler did during World War H in 
guarding the landings of U. S. 
Army troops on more than a doz- 
en beaches won him the unstinted 
praise of Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur many times.

helped rrpatc in the Pacific with 
the Army and Air Force is ex- 
pected to stand him in good stead 
for his bigger job of helping to 
direct the administration of uni- 
fication.

The only surprise of Fechteler's 


appointment as CNO arose over 
the fact that he is not an aviator. 
It was the belief that the job 
should go to a Navy flier in order 
to put him on equal terms with 
the Air Force's Gen. Vandenbcrg 


the JCS when the important 


subject of air strategy and tactics 
came up. He ended any fears at 
least on lack of fealty to air power 
in the first press conference after 
liis appointment by saying; 


"The Navy without a topflight 


air arm is totally inadequate to 
the job the Navy has today. A 
concrete example of my attitude 
toward air Is my selection for_the 


post of vice-chief of naval opera- 
tions, Vice Admiral Donald Dun- 
can, one of the foremost aviators" 
in the .Navy." 


The Admiral's promotion to this 


important job will make a wel- 
come addition to Washington's so-|f 
cial life. His gregarious nature 
and love of people around him 
make him a popular guest.
